DIRTY HOT WATER 
By Roger B. Whitman 
Some time 4 er, everybody 
I ble wit water ru 
ning dirty.

They can 
be had through plumbers and hard- | 
ware dealers, and from some of the 
large mail order stores | 
When water is heated by a coil or | 
a knuckle in the firebox of a house 
heater the temperature ¢ the 
water cannot be controlled, and the} 
water is very likely to be dirty. | 
The best remedy for this situati« 
is to heat the water with a pot] 
stove instead of by the house 
heater, |
